Emperor made ſuch Preparations, that if this Oppor- 
tunity was neglected, his Imperial Majeſty, perhaps, 
would not admit of any Foreign Princes to interpoſe 
themſclves as Mediators, and leſs ſtill as Gurrantees 
between him and his Subjects. But Count Berexeni 
dd not think fit to tell his Opinion on the ſame,

ral Palſi, leaving a 1000 Men killed on the Spot. On 
the other ſide, General Heiſter defeated Count Caroli 
near Petſch, killed 600 Men on the Spot, and took 
Four Pieces of Cannon. They rallyed at S. Nickola's 
on the Raab, but were beaten a Second Time, and 
their Foot was either cut in Pieces or diſperſed ; fo 
that Count Caroli had much ado to fave himſelf with 
his Cavalry. It was computed 5 700 {lain

it would, upon the Catholick King's dying without 
Iſſue, ſecure the Poſſeſſion of that Monorchy, which

had confederated with France for the Executing of the 
Partition, and much more the Emperor, who would 
not conſent to ir. But it being propoſed to his Portu- 
gueſe Majeſty , from the moſt Chriſtian King, by his 
ambaſſador the Preſident Rouille, that the . his 
Maſter found it more expedient for his own, and the 
peace of all Chriſtendom, that the whole Monarchy of 
hein, as the Catholick King had poſſeſs'd ir, ſhould 
remain united under one Prince, becauſe by this 
Means the Ballance of Europe would be better kept 
up; he therefore was willing to ſacrifice to the Inte- 
t of Europe that great part of irs Dominions which 
by the Treaty of Partition was to be annex'd to it, 
that the aforeſaid: Prince was to be his Grandſon, the 
Duke of Anjou, in whom the Catholick King had 
own'd the undoubted Right of the Dauphin, his Son,

al his Dominions. That the Monarchy of Spain 
hould be govern'd by its own Laws and Conſtitutions, 
vithour the leaſt Innovation, or any Dependance on 
Fance ; ſo that only the Reigning Family would be 
changed, that of Bourbon being placed on the Throne 
nſtcad of that of Auſtria, and Europe would remain 
n the ſame Poſture it was before rhe Death of the 
Cholick King Charles IT. The moſt Chriitian King 
vas deſirous to renew with the King of Portugal the 
ancient Treaties, and that his Grandſon would do the 
ame, and he would be Guarrantee of the Peace be- 
teen the Crowns of Portugal and Caſtile.

The Vice-Royſhips and Go- 
rernments of the Kingdoms and Provinces of Spain, 
ind its Dominions, the Prefident-ſhips of Councels, 
tte Archbiſhopricks, Biſhopricks, and Prelacies, the 
Commendams, Places, Offers and Employments, 


Civiland Military, and in ſhort, all Things of Profit 
nd Honour, are at the Diſpoſal of the French Mini- 
ſers. The Bulwarks of the Monarchy, Flanders and 
Milan, were ſeized by the French Troops, under the 
Pecious Title of Auxiliaries. The Grandees of 


Spain, 
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Spain, whom the Catholick Kings had placed in the 
next Degree to their Royal Perſons, were Oppreſſed 
and Affronted, obliging many to go to Pars to pay 


Homage tothe Deſpotick Power of the Court of France, 
and equalling them to the Peers, and the Peers i 


them. as if they were but one Nation, and ſerved but 


one King. The Holy Tribunal of the Inquiſition 
was moleſted in its Head, and in its Members. The 
Flags of the Royal Navy of Spain were commanded 
to ſtrike to thoſe of France in their own Seas; The 
Trade of the M'ſt. Iudies, which is not allow'd to all 


the Subſects of the Monarchy, but only to thoſe of 


the Crown of Caſtile has been laid open to the French, 
to the utter Ruin of all Spain, and, in ſhort, all the 
Subjects of the Monarchy have been undervalued and 
oppreſs'd by Miniſters, or other Perſons of the 
French Nation, and treated like Slaves, though the 
French were of the meaneſt Quality, and the Sani. 
ards of the greateſt ; the illuſtrious Spaniſh Nation, 
and its vaſt Monarchy, being thus brought under the 
French Yoak ; and this was the End of the Promiſe 
of raiſing and re-eſtabliſhing it in its ancient Glory. 
It is needleſs to mention the particular Perſons or 


Facts to demonſtrate what is here urged, becauſe it is 


ſo notorious and viſible to the Eyes, not only of 
Spaniards, but of all Europe, that many Grandees 
were obliged to ſubmit to the Indignity of ſerving 


Employments not ſuitable to their Greatneſs, or to 


take Sanctuary in ſtrange Countries, abandon 
their Houſes and Eſtates to pre ſerve the Honours a 
Dignities they had inherited from their Anceſtors; 
France uſing all Means to debaſe this Rank, fince 
there have been Perſons admitted to it who could not 
either for their Quality, or Merits, aſpire to it ; and 


been only raiſed for being Inſtruments of enſlaving 


their Country, and aſſiſting by their Endeavours to 
ſupport and feed the Cancer, which gnaws the Bowels 
of the Monarchy, like Vipers devouring the common 
Mother, which gave them Being. 
Having ſo plainly diſcovered the Deſi 


of France, 


which is to Unite the Spaniſh Monarchy to that of 


France, and reduce it to a Province, like any ot 
Conquered Countries, whereas its Separation and In- 
dependence was the Baſis and Foundation 7 — 


Dee e 
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with bis Grandſon ; and his Portugueſe Majeſty ſeeing 
o Illuſtrious and Heroical a Nation ſo Debaſed and 
Oppreſſed, as if it had been Conquered, he was ob- 
lged to alter his Meaſures, and take other Courſes 
than he had done before to ſecure his own Kingdoms, 
and take off the Fetters which the French Ambition has 
put upon the Spaniſh Nation; it being alſo for his 
Majeſty's Reputation, that ſince God has put into his 
Hands ſuch a part of Spain as Portugal is, he endea- 
yours the Liberty of all the Spaxiſþ Nation, and 
ſtrives to deliver it from the Share of being under a 
Foreign and Violent Dominion. 

For the compaſling of theſe Two Ends, with the 
unanimous Conſentof all the Potentates concerned in 
the Grand Alliance, and with the univerſal Approba- 
ton of all others, which have not yet joined in it, 
further than in their Liking and Affections, it has been 
judged the moſt juſt, ready and efficatious Means, 
that his Imperial Majeſty, and his Eldeſt Son, the 
molt Serene King of the Romans, ſhould reſign and re-

of Schut was cleared of the Malecontents about 
thc End of April. On the ath Inſtant, Major-Ge- 
neral Rirſchau, with a Body of Regular Troops, 
which he had drawn together in Moravia, paſs'd the 
Mark, and falling upon a Body of Malecontents, 
that had for ſome time block'd up Treneſchin, routed 
them, and relieved that Place. The 5th he marched 
back tothe Mark, and fitting down 3 Scalicz, that 
had been ſome time in the Hands of the Malecontents; 
it was ſurrendred to him on the 8th. In the mean 
time, General Heiſter paſſed the Danube on the 6th, to 
march into Upper Hungary; and advancing to Sereth, 
a Paſs on the Maag the Generals Berexeni and Caroli, 


who lay thereabouts with a Body of Malecontents, 


retired over the River with great Precipitation, in 
doing which they loſt ſome Men of their Rear.

In the mean time Gene- 
ral Brand, the neceſſary Diſpoſitions for attacking the 
Caftle, but a violent Rain hindred the carrying on the Works 
till the 4th in the Morning, when Four Pieces of Cannon 
began to Fire upon it: Soon after which, General Horn per- 
ceiving Preparations making for an Aſſault, beat a Parley, 
and was obliged to ſign the following Articles; That all the Articles or 
Garriſon ſhould be Priſoners of War; that himſelf and the g$urrendry. 
Officers ſhould leave all their Effects in the Caftle ; that the 
Soldiers ſhould he allowed ſo much of their Baggage as they 
could carry out; and that the reſt ſhould be ſeiz'd ; and nei- 

tier himſelf nor his Officers, ſhould be inſulted or molefted 
in any Manner, neither by the Coſſacks ori the Poles; and 

taat all thoſe of the Garriſon who had formerly ſerved King 
Auguſtus ſhould be pardon'd, provided they were not Deſer- 
ters, They were carried on the 5th ſome to the Cardinal 
Primate*s Palace, and the reft to other Places. The Biſhop 
of Poſnaxia pretending to be ſick, ſtay d behind in the Caftle : 
But was fetched out and put under Confinement. And all his 
Effects that could be found in Waſaw, and whatſoever the 
ther principal Confederates left behind them either in their 
Houſes, or had for greater Security put into Convents ar 
Monafteries, were all ſeiz d. The King being thus poſſeſſed 
of Warſaw, detached a certain Number of Coſſacks to pil- 
lag? the Town of Lowitz, and the Eftate of the Cardinal 
lrimate lying round it; but the Inhabitants ſending Depu- 
tes in time to offer a certain Sum of Money to commute for 
Pandering, their offer was accepted and the Coſſacks 
couatermanded, But they were ordered to goto Bercecs . 
and ravage the Lands thereabouts belonging to the Biſhap 
of Poſnania. His Majeſty likewiſe exatted a round Sum of 
Money of the Inhabitants of Warſaw, particularly of the 

ody of Merchants; and leaving a Guard in the Caftle and 
it the Gates of the Town, he marched the 8th to Wiſ- 
begrod and encamped there with his Troops; having be- 
fore diſpatched Orders ta the Saxon Troops, which were

Soon after, the Scouts which the Admiral had ſent to obſerve

That hereupon the Admiral order f 
all the Ships to make ready; hut the Sea being Calm, he 
gave Directions for the Galleys to prepare to tow the Men 
of War off to Sea. But at Day-break, the whole Fleet 
weighed by favour of a Breeze that blew gently from the 
Land, and made towards the Enemy whom the Gurrents 
had carried out to Sea, The 24th their Fleet, in a Line of 


Battle, came up with the Enemy. The Marqueſs de Wilerte 


Lieutenant-General commanded the Van-guard, having be-

The Prince of Heſſe Darmſtadt, Governour of Gibraltar, 
bavimg towards the Beginnig of october tranſmitted an Ac- 
count to Lisbon of his being like to he beſieged both by Sea 
and Land, Vice- Admiral Leak fitted out his Squadron with 
all. poſhble Diligence to go and relieve him, He fail'd 
from Lisbon on the 5th, and by a quick Voyage arrived in 
the Bay of Gibraltar on the gth, from whence we had the oF 
fallowing Account of the Siege tranſmitted to us on the 21ſt. . 

The Engliſh and Dutch Squadrons commanded by Sir Fehn Gibraltar 
Lite, arrived in our Bay very ſeaſonably on the 9th Inftant, ſuccour'd 
the Enemy having reſolved to attack us that very Night by d &a.
